The four-year performance is 
arrived at by comparing 1957 
with the average disabling acci- 
dent frequency rate of the previ- 
ous three years, which was .56. 
During last year SD Divisions 
rate was .33. The record smashed 
the “par” established by the Na- 
tional Safety Council by a whop- 
ping 75 per cent! 

Stewart, a retired U. S. Army 
major general, ran out of adjec- 
tives in heaping praise on the 
division. 

“This is truly a tremendous ac- 
complishment you simply 
can’t win any higher awards,” he 
said. “However, you have set such 
a fast pace that to keep up with 
your record you have a great 
challenge facing you this year.”

B-58 Airframe a Tough Nut to Crack 
As Year-Long Tortures Continuing 


One year ago Convair Fort 
Worth crews hooked a B-58 air- 
frame to the belly of a B-86 and 
sent it on a unique flight to Day- 
ton, Ohio. 

The Convair airframe was 
headed for the Air Force’s “tor- 
ture rack” at Wright-Patterson 
AFB, where it since has been 
pushed, pulled, twisted and 
squeezed to ‘‘see how much it can

take” in static endurance tests. 
‘“Convair people can be proud 
of that airframe,” said W. H. 
Flickinger of development. “She 
has been a tough nut to crack. 
“We have made wonderful pro- 
gress because the B-58 is a well- 
designed airplane to begin with— 
and because we have received fine 
cooperation and support from ail 
Fort Worth areas—engineering,

tooling, material, shop—to keep 
the operation on schedule.” 

In the tests, AF specialists ap- 
ply stresses and strains up to and 
beyond limits that the B-58 is ex- 
pected to encounter in flight. 

Seventeen major tests are 
scheduled for the airframe. 

“The B-58 was designed to 
withstand certain conditions,” 
Flickinger explained. “The Day- 
ton tests insure that the plane 
can endure these conditions—and 
even more! 

“Air Force people seem pleased 
with tests already performed.” 

The test facility includes a 
framework of heavy steel built 
around the ship. To this are at- 


; | tached hydraulic rams and cables, 


which simulate the stresses and 
load conditions. The facilities can 
exert terrific pulls. 

In one test, cables are attach- 
ed to the Hustler’s tail “just to 
see how far it will bend.” 

The static airframe arrived in 
Dayton in March, 1957, fresh off 
Convair Fort Worth’s assembly 
line. Experts from FW went to 
Dayton to complete assembly of 
the ship, adding a tail section, 
landing gears and engine nacelles. 
Most of the Convair people now 
are home, leaving a small crew 
in Dayton to support the tests.

FW Payroll $140 Million, 
All-Time Dollar High 


Convair Fort Worth annually 
contributes over $140 million to 
the economic well-being of the 
North Texas area, according to 
figures released this week by Au- 
gust C. Esenwein, division man- 
ager. 

The division’s annual payroll is 
now at an all-time dollar high, 
and present employment is well 
above the yearly average since 
the plant opened 16 years ago. 

Esenwein said employment 
fluctuations in the plant can be 
linked to the division’s products, 
but the average annual employ- 
ment over the plants 16-year 
history still stands at an impres- 
sive 18,377. 

Convair Fort Worth, since the 
plant opened, has paid out more 
than $1,146,922,500 in wages and 
salaries through December, 1957. 


When the plant opened in 1942, 
average employment for that 
year was a meager 4,995—but 
the plant was only in operation a 
portion of the year. Yearly aver- 
age in 1943 was 24,522, with a 
war-time peak of 30,609 at work 
during the week of Nov. 26, 1943. 


The new plant turned out B-24 
Liberator bombers at a stagger- 
ing rate. Nearly 3,000 of the four- 
engine bombers were built at 
Fort Worth. 

By 1944, the payroll reached 
$60 million a year. Employment 
in 1945 was down to 14,369 as the 
plant tooled up for B-32 produc- 
tion. 

Then, World War IL ended, 
dropping employment to an all- 
time low. Yearly average em- 
ployment in 1946 was 7,399, with 
as few as 6,080 employed during 
the week of March 11. Employ- 
ment since has never been less 
than an average of 11,000. 


While many aircraft plants 


shut down completely following 
the end of World War Il, Con- 
vair Fort Worth remained open. 
It is the nation’s only govern- 
ment-owned aircraft plant which 
has remained open continuously 
since its construction. 

Employees in 1946 were pre- 
paring to produce a plane “that 
will stagger imagination” — the 
huge ten-engine B-36 bomber. 
The plane since became the maïn- 
stay of the Air Force’s Strategic 
Air Command for many years. 

With B-36s coming off the line, 
employment soared to an ali-time 

San Diego Division’s payroll 
during 1957 was $16912 million, 
Pomona Division’s was $30 mil- 
lion and Astronautics Division’s 
was $51 million.

high of 31,103 during the week of 
Oct. 22, 1951. Average for the 
year was 29,184, and the payroll 
hit $110 million. 

As B-36 production phased out, 
the plant’s employment and pay- 
roll still was considerable—thanks 
to another amazing airplane, 
Convair’s supersonic B-58 Hus- 
tler bomber. 

Employees in 1956 worked on 
a huge SAM-SAC program of 
rotational maintenance of B-36s 
for the Air Force, and got ready 
to produce the delta-wing B-58. 
Average employment in 1956 was 
23,434. 

Last year, as B-58s began to 
roll off the line, employment was 
at an average of 25,899 and the 
payroll hit the $142 million mark. 


The division now is engaged in 


a number of activities, including 
nuclear research, modernization, 
and sub-contract production. The 
major effort, however, is produc- 
tion and testing of B-58s for the 
Air Force.
